“INDIAN LAMENT” BY DVORAK. 
DVORAK, BOHEMIAN, 1841-1904. 


Study for Week Ending Dec. 8. 


“Dvorak, Autonin (Dvorzhahk), born 
at Mulhausen, near Kralys in Bohemia 
(Czecho-Slovakia), was the most fa- 
mous of Bohemian Composers. His 
father, a butcher and innkeeper, want- 
ed him also to become a butcher. The 
bands of stro!ling musicians who used 
to come around on great occasions and 
play in the inn roused the boy’s mus- 
ical ambition and he induced the vil- 
Jage schoolmaster to teach him to sing 
and to play the viclin. At 16 he en- 
tered the Prague Organ School and 
graduated there. No composer en- 
counterefi more poverty in his early 
years. 

The genius of Dvorak fed on the life 
and nature about him. A peculiar 
wigtfulness is in his music, a simple 
confiding appeal which seems to have, 
come not merely from the man but! 
from his race. The striking charac |

Vegetables Must Be Handled With 
Care to Prevent Bruising—Prod- 
uct Must Be Kept Dry.

Squashes, puapkins and sweet po 
tutoes may be kept in good condition 
all winter if carefully placed in warm, 
dry storage, say horticulturists of the 
Ohio experiment station, 

The proper conditions for thetr 
Storage differ as to moisture and 
temperature from those found best 
for ordinary vegetubles and fruits, 
such as” potatoes, roots and apples, 
which require cvol, moist storage. 

The furnace room or a warm, dry 
closet Where there is no danger of 
freezing In extremely cold weather is 
usually very satisfactory. 

These veyetalles should be handled 
with great care to uvold bruises or, 
in the case of squashes and pumpkins, 
breaking off the stems which would 
later furnish entrance for organisms 
of decay. The best temperature is 
from 5&0 to 55 degrees Fahrenheit.

OF STATE SAFETY DEPART- 


MENT, SEEKS DATA 
ON CAUSES. 


MAY ASK FOR LEGISLATION 


One Adviser Suggests Danger Signals 
and Tail Lights Should Not 
Be of Same Color. 


In an effort to determine, if pusslble, 
the most frequent causes of the ser- 
fous automobile accidents which are 
increasing 4t such an alarming rate 
on al) the country roads, Col. Roy ¢. 
Vandercook of the Michigan Depart. 
ment of Public Safety is preparing to 
gend oul a questionnaire to local and 
county officers, automobile club offi- 
cials and such others as may be pos- 
sessed of information, for the purpose 
of securing data of how most of the 
accidents happen. 

“There has been a good deal of talk 
to the effect that the state speed lim- 
it, which was increased from 25 miles 
to 35 by the last legislature, may be 
responsible for the greatly increasing 
number of accidents,” says Colonel 
Vandercook, “It is my impression 
that the speed of cars, at least out in 
the open, has little to do with most 
of the accidents which happen. H 
may be that speed over crossings, 
through intersections, or when auto 
mobiles are meeting may cause acct 
dents, and it may be that some re 
strictive legislation to cover such 
times may be necessary, but 1 hardly 
believe that a general restriction of 
speed would make much difference. 


\.cidents Increase. 


“It is _-4olutely true, however, that 
automobile accidents have increased 
this summer at a rate which is posi. 
tively appalling. _1 have felt that a 
tabulation of state-wide statiatica on 
the cause of accidents may develoy 
something which will throw some 
light on the situation. If the inform 
ation which ] am going to ask should 
develop anything which might be 
reached by legislation I will put it up 
to the next legislature. If there ia 
nothing which can be reached by law, 
we will cantinue our c@mpaign to edu- 
cate motor:sts to use more care. 
certainly must do everything possible 
to curb the accidents which are tak-

Several cases have been reported 
to Colonel Vandercook where drivers, 
seeing a red light ahead, have tuken 
the light for the receding tall-light of 
another machine, only to find when 


too late to stop that the red gleam! 


was from a danger signal on an ob- 
atructed road. 

There would undoubtedly be serious 
complications attending any effort to 
change the color of the tail-light at 
least without general co-operation 
with other states and with the manu- 
ftacturerg of automobiles. Michigan 
could not prescribe one color of tall- 
Nght while surrounding states spect- 
fied another, because too many anto- 
mobiles are used in interstate travel 
and endless confusion would result. 
At the same time there is considerable 
weight in the suggestion for a change 
and the matter may be taken up with 
other State Police forces and with 
manufacturers. 

In the meantime Colonel Vander- 
cook is giving much attention to the 
matter of automobile accidents, in the 
hope of finding some method of cutting 
their number.
